If they are destroyed now—as they are 
being destroyed—they will not be rebuilt 
in a generation. “We ‘have in Ireland 
to-day tens of thousands of young men 
who have néitlier tilled a field nor served 
a counter during the last five years. What 
sort of citizens will they be when the gun 
has ceased to be a livelihood? Thousands 
of Irish boys are swaggering about .with 
revolvers. If .the revolver habit is not 
broken quickly, to what decent uses can 
they hope to come? The moral blight» is 
also an economic’ blight. The nation's 
character is its capital, and we are scatter- 
ing that capital with both hands. 

* At the Technical Congress at Clonmel 
yesterday a speaker complained that our 
schools and colleges were educating our 
young people for export. We welcomed 
the promise of settlement as a promise 
that this sad exodus would cease. For 
many years’ the most brilliant graduates of 
Dublin University have sought abroad the 
work and fortune which were denied to 
them in Ireland. They have been largely 
responsible for the greatness of the Indian 
Civil Service and for the renown of the 
Royal Army Medical Corps. During those 
same years the best youth of Roman 
Catholic Ireland emigfated to the United 
States and the British Dominions for lack 
of opportunity at home. Every good Trish- 
man hoped that the Treaty would bring 
a beneficent revolution, Its “ magnifi- 
cent’ terms—the adjective is Cardinal 
Logue’s—offered a future in which the 
brain and muscle of Protestant and Roman 
Catholic Ireland could evolve a happy and 
progressive State. Alas! we ourselves seem 
to have willed otherwise. We seem to 
have decided that Ireland shall continue 
to educate her sons for export, and the 
export is grimly active now. Protestant 
families have been forced to fly from the 
South and West. The gallant men who 
formed the Royal Irish Constabulary have 
been flung ‘into exile. Thousands of Roman 
Catholics have been driven from Belfast, 
and Ireland may lose’ many of them 
altogether if the nation’s better mind 
hesitates. to assert itself. Trade and in- 
dustry are declining and; as the Cardinal 
warns us, the blight of violence and idle- 
ness is killing not only our hopes, but our 
powers, of recovery. 

This state of affairs would be tragic 
even if it: were inevitable. It is doubly 
tragic because it is the result of our own 
weakness, prejudice and folly, The country 
must save itself if it is to be saved at all, 
and there is desperate need of haste. We 
cannot afford to wait until a real general 
election enables the people of the twenty- 
six counties to establish the Treaty as the 
Magna Charta of Irish liberty, The two 
Irish Governments must recognise without 
further delay the vital need of peace for 
the whole country.

i Poland’s Plight. 

The Polish Government 1s in the throes 
of ther crisis. The Cabinet has re- 
signéd as a résult of ‘the Treaty of 
Rapallo. When Poland began her career 
as an independent nation many far-seeing 
statesmen shook their heads, Events, un. 
fortunately, seem to have justified their 
pessimism. Instead of taking immediate 
steps to make friends with their neigh- 
bours, the Poles launched upon a series 
of aggressive enterprises which | have 
gained. them the bitter enmity of half-a- 
dozen Powers. They invaded Russia and 
behaved very badly towards the Germans 
in Upper Silesia and the “Corridor.” 
Now, by the Treaty of Rapallo, Russia 
and Germany have virtually joined forces 
and Poland lies between them. For the 
moment she is safe, because she can rely 
on the prompt aid of France in the event 
of an attack from either side. The future, 
however, is generally more important an 
international politics than the present, 
and, if Poland pursues her present 
policy, the Russa- German pact may 
encompass her destruction. In the 
first place, Russia will not accept 
the frontier which the Poles have drawn 
fot themselves in the East. In the 
next place, Upper Silesia is to Germany 
what Alsace-Lorraine was to France fifty 
years ago. We are not surprised, there- 
fore, to learn that the Warsaw Cabinet 
has tendered its resignation. Its failure 
at Genoa to prevent, or at least to 
counteract, the Treaty of Rapallo by a 
rapprochement ‘either , with Germany or 
with Russia was a lamentable mistake. 


The Chef. 


The sucets fon of Sir William Orpen's 
famous picture last yéar seems to have 
added a new dignity to the position of the 
French chef. Hitherto chefs have held an 
anomalous place inthe social scale. They 
have been artists whose connection with 
the kitchen has debatred them from entry 
into their proper, sphere, ‘benefactors of 
the race who lavished their genius on a 
thankless community. Now they ‘have 
taken the first step towards the improve- 
ment of their status. The principal chefs 
in France have approached the Govern- 
ment with a demand that they shall be 
allowed to copyright their special dishes. 
Now, they argue, anybody who takes 
cookery lessons can call himself a chef. 
If their demand is granted, the creative 
artists will be lifted above the level of the 
common herd, and will receive their due 
meed of public recognition. We have every 
sympathy with the chefs. Why, for 
instance, should an author be allowed :o 
copyright a bad play when a chef is unable 
to secure legal protection for a good dish? 
Is not péche Melba :. more valuable con- 
tribution to human progress than most cf 
the novels which have been published in 
England since the war? Yet the author 
has his copyright, while the chef has not 
even the consolation of a second edition. 


Manxmen’s Luck. 


Income tax in the Isle of Man does not 
cause a heavy drain on the purse. Two 
days ago the House of Keys fixed the rate 
for the current year, and the standard 
income tax now is fivepence in the pound. 
This,amounts only to half of last year's 
tax. The marimum rate this year will be 
eightpence three-farthings in the pound on 
tieomes which are higher than £1,500 per 
annum. For incomes less than £500 per 
annum the tax is fivepence. The Manx 
authorities can well afford to make this 
reduction, in view of the fact that their 
year's atiministration leaves them with a 
surplus of £49,000 from income tax, and a 
surplus of £26,000 from Customs duties. 
Not only is this the case, but £301,250 
already lie to the credit of the Manx 
people. This year we in Ireland pay 
five shillings in the pound, while the 
Manxlander pays one-twelfth of that 
amount, Perhaps, our Provisional Govern- 
ment will find encouragement and example 
im the .financjal administration of the 
smaller—but how much happier !—island.

DISBANDING THE LEINSTERS.

(EXTRACT FROM A IVATE LETTER.) 

The weather is glorious here, and everywhere 
happ looks and smiling faces of the Whitsun- 
tide holiday-makers scem to, urge one to keep 
a stiff upper lip and smile, & difficult thing to 
do in the circugstances, 

I hope I may never again in my life have a 
sadder day than yesterday. Whit Sunday, the 
day when E | goes on holiday, was 
the day on which the Leinster Regiment held 
its last parade as a battalion. e battalion 
fell in on parade at midday, with band and 
pipes and colours flying. I had ihe very great 

onour of carrying the regimental Colour for 
the last time it will ever appear wiih the 
battalion. Headed by the pipers, in saffron 
kilts, we marched out of barracks, arms swing- 
ing and chests thrown out, every man feeling 
a pride never before felt in the regiment, whose 
funeral procession he wa’ attending. Down the 
town we marched into the crowded main street, 
where the Colours were brought to the “ carry ”’ 
ahd allowed to ‘fly, whilst the pipers played 
“Brian Boru.” Never in the history of the 
regiment have the men cheered more loudly. 
I think ‘‘cheer” is the wrong word. The cry that 
arose from the ranks was not one of joy, but 
rather a wail of anguish: it was keening, for 
the death of what we all consider, the most 
glorious regiment in the Army. 

As, we heared the centre of the town, the 
band broke into “Jackets Green,” an Irish 
flag was hoisted on the top of the Town Hall, 
and, led by the Mayor on the Town Hall 
baleony, the good citizens of Colchester ‘gave 
vent to cheer, after cheer. We marched right 
through the main streets of the town, and then, 
every eye in the battalion dimmed, and down 
the cheek of every man, from the youngest 
band boy to the oldest soldier, rolled tears, 
tears that were not unmanly, and for which 
they were not ashamed; for the band had 
broken into the March Past, and for the last 
time the battalion swung into barracks to the 
lilt of “Come back to” Erin.” 

Then came the worst two minutes of my life. 

‘March off the Colours.”

PROGRESS OF CHURCH -- 
REFORM, _ 


we 


(FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


The Presbyterian Churches of the world, 
numbering in adherents cover 20 millions, are 
uniied in a federation known. as. The Alliance of 
Reformed Churches Holding the Presbyierian 
System. A shorter title for the Alliance is The 
Pan-Presbyterian Council. ‘The Alliance, like 
similar federations of ihe Episeopal and the 
Methodist Churches, possesses uo legislative 
powers, and it assembles only, at intervals of 
five or more years. Last year it met at Pitts- 
burg, U.8.A., and alike fer the number of dele- 
gates from many countrics, the international 
note which characterised the proceedings, and 
concern for (the needs of the European Con- 
tinent, it was a notable !andmark in the hisiory 
of the Presbyterian Church. 

At the General Assembly an interesting ac- 
count of the Alliance and of the Pittsburg 
Council was submitted by its Secretary, Dr. J. 
R. Fleming, of Edinburgh, and by the Rev. Dr. 
William Park, of Belfast, who for a number of 


years past was President of the Alliance. 

On the subject of temperance the General | 
Assembly holds a very advanced position. lt 
has not gone so far as some 'Churches which 
have enforced the principle of total abstinence 
on their members as a term of Communion. 
nor hae it decreed, though it has sanciioned, 
the use of unfermented wine in the Lord's 
Supper. But the Church is pledged to probibi- 
tion as an ultimate goal, and to local option as 
an immediate measure of reform, 
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Dr. John MacMillan, who has now laid down 
the convenorship of the Temperance Committe: 
after the unexampled period of thirty years’ 
service, hag by his brilliant advocacy brought 
the Church to this position; and vow, with the 
establishment of self-government in the six- 
county area, those who have followed his lead 
are counting on a rapid advance in temperance 
reform in Northern Ireland. 

It needs no prophet to foretell that when 
once the political sky has cleared, and the 
Ulster folk can give their attention to domestic 
affairs, the temperance question, like primary 
and secondary education, will be a burning issue 
in their Parliament House and at the polls. 

The naming of the date of the next annua! 
meeting of the Assembly, which yesterday was 
fixed for Wednesday, the Ath June, seems 
to be a smal! matter; but it has considerable 
significance. It really means that the business 
of the Assembly, which year by year is increas- 
ing, will no longer be crowded into one week of 
about thirty-five actual working hours; that 
discussion, which unde#the existing pressure js 
almost stifled, will be given greater latitude, 
and particularly that opportunity will be 
afforded at the evening meetings and on the 
intercalary Sunday to give the Assembly a more 
popular character and to make it a source of 
inspiration to the whole Church.

The Chureh Reform Society had its innings 
yesterday, and the interests of the Church in 
its proposals was shown by the crowded aitend- 
ance. ‘Lhese proposals were tabled the previous 
year, and had been referred to a Committee 
for consideration. The report. of this Com- 
mittee, which was vesterday submitted by the 
Rev. G T. ©. Clements, its convener, declared 
in favour of th: two main proposals of the 
Reform Cocietry, and these were, on the motion 
of the Rev Dr. Woodburn and the Rev. J. G. 
Paton, adopted as Acts of the Assembly. But 
not without conziderable debate and modifica- 
tion. 

The Society lad proposed that in future, as 
churches fell vacant, the stipend to be paid by 
the congregation should be fixed at an amount 
which, together with the equal dividend of the 
Sustentation. Fund, rviz.. £112, would give 
minister. an annua! income of £362, in addition 
to a manse. 

In the Assemtly it was proposed to reduce 
this figure by £100, but finally a compromise 
was reached. and the House wunammousiy 
agreed. to £312 and a manse. This figure is 
hot, of course. ; ksolute inasmuch as sustenta- 
tion is rising steadily, and it will, no doubt, 
yet con erably increase. 

The cther pruposal of the Church Reform 
Society for ths recognition of a class of con- 
gregations not able to pav the minimum 
stipend, which should, therefore, submit to cer- 
tain reetriction« in respect of the ministers 
whom ther might ca, was unanimously 
adopted.

The full beartng of these proposals, now Acts 
of the Church, cannot yet be estimated, but. 
taken in conjun¢tion with the speeding up of 
the unicp of sme!' congregations in rural areas, 
the final result will at least be in the direction 
of greater economy and equity in the 
administration of central Church funds, 1n- 
creased ministe~a) efficiency, and a marked im- 
provement im m.iisters incomes, 
ureh Reform Society has, so far, 
self, but it is only at the beginning 
of its programme. The problem of Belfast, the 
problem of the mobility of the ministry, the 
problem of the youth of the Church, not to 
speak of the maintenance of foreign missions, 
all demand its, and the Church’s, most serious 
consideration. 


IRISH PRODUCTS 
NEGLECTED, 


VIEWS OF TECHNICAL 
CONGRESS. 


Irish Universities and Colleges are training 
voung men and women for exportation, said 
Mr. D. A. Murphy at yesterday's sitting of the 
Irish Technical Instruction Association’s. Con- 
gress at Clonmel. That meant a great loss to 
Ireland. 

Irish industries needed reviving. At present, 
public, shopkeepers, and. manufaciurers were 
indifferent, and under such conditions they 
could not hone for an industrial revival. 

The Rev. Father Dunlea ‘said that technical 
classex should be confined to those who intended 
to build up the industries of the country. Those 
who availed themselves of scholarships should 
be bound to live and work in Ireland. 

Referring to the tendency of Irish products to 
deteriorate, he. mentioned the case of Irish 
tobacco, which, when first placed on the market, 
was good, but subsequently deteriorated in 
quality. It would be well for the Irish Pro- 
ducts League to point out to manufacturers 
that to hold their markets they must maintain 
the quality of their products. 

Mr. 8. H. Spring suggested that the League 
should do something to put down “ profiteer- 
ing " in Irish goods. Unless they could be sold 
at a price that compared favourably with the 
English they would not be supported. 

Mr. Coakley said that some form of per: 
manent pressure should be put on shopkeepers 
to make them stock Irish goods. 

lt was resolved :—** That this Congress recom- 
mends to our people the Irish Products League 
as an important factor in the development of 
our industries, and that the teachers should 
bring this matter constantly before their pupils 
in the technica) classes,”

The report of the Association's Standing 
Council eaid that since the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technical Instruction had come 
under the contro! of the Provisional Govern- 
ment, a Special Commission had been inquiring 
into the primary and secondary education pro- 
grammes, and a similar Commission had been 
doing the same in Northern Ireland, but there 
were no technica) representatives on those Com. 
missions. The Counci) trusted that this 
omission was an indication that both Govern- 
mehts recognised the importance of technical 
education, and that they proposed to deal with 
the claims of this branch of educational) work 
on broad and independent lines. 

The Standing Cowncii suggesis that the As- 
sociaiion shou'd urge the appointment of a 
Commission to conduct public inquiries into the 
best means of continuing the work of techmeca} 
education in Ireland, so that thé® experience 
gained by members of technical instruction com. 
mittees should be made available for the cuid- 
ance of those initiating fresh legislation, s

The Trish Conference was resuméd af 
the Colonial Office this morning at half« 
past eleven. Mr. Churchill, who drove ug 
in a motor car at ter minutes past eleven, 
went at once to his room, and twenty 
minutes later Mr. Griffith, Mr. O’ Higgins, 
and Mr. Hugh Kennedy arrived and were 
iaken up to. join Mr. Churchill, The 
meeting was said to be an informa! one, 
in preparation for the full conference to- 
morrow or on Fridey, when it is expected 
that all the sicnateres to the Irish Treaty 
will be present, with the. exception of Mr. 
Collins. Mr. Llovd George is on his way 
to London from Criccieth, and Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain will return to London from 
Sussex in the morning. Lord Hewart cf 
Bury, the Lord Chief justice of England, 
is to continue to act as adviser to the 
Government on the constitutional issues 
involved. 

Much confidence was expressed in poli. 
tical circles to-day hat Mr. Griffith has 
returned from Dublin with the draft Con- 
stitution so amended as to make it con- 
formable to the Treaty, and thas accept- 
able to ithe British Government. * Mr. 
Griffith, it is understood, is prepared with 
satisfactory assurances that the assent of 
the Crown shall be required for legislation 
in the Irish Parliament, and that it shall 
be explicitly laid down in the Constitution 
that Ireland remains within the Empire. 
The oath of ; llegiance is to be im the 
terms of the Treaty, and constitutional 
auestions will be ultimately referred, 
when necessary, to the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council in London 
The last matter, it is believed, will lead 
to considerable discussion, and possibly 
rearrangement, but it is hoped that a way 
out will be found without difficulty. The 
control of foreign affairs is anpther point 
il:at will have to be made definitely clear, 

The Conference to-day lasted two hours, 
and when Mr. Griffith was leaving he was 
asked if he would make a statement, but 
he refused, saying only that no further 
meeting would take place that day. It was 
yrobable, he added, that a further con- 
bha would take place to-morrow, but; 
the appointment had not been fixed, 
Towards the end oí the meeting Sir L. 
Worthington-Evans, the Secretary for 
War, paid a brief visit to the Cóolonial 
Office. It was remarked that the feeling 
at the close of the conference was opti- 
mistic, and the bearing of the Irish dele- 
gates rather favoured the impression, 


THE DIPLOMATIC COURT. 


The Diplomatic Court at Buckingham 
Palace to-morrow will, probably, be one 
of the. most brilliant functions that have 
taken place in the building. The King 
and Queen will be accompanied by nearly 
every member of the Royal Family, in- 
cluding Princess Marv) but Princess 
Beatrice, who is in mourning, will be 
absent. The Court will be notable for the 
number of members of the diplomatic an: 
official circles who will cam i and, since 
al! of these gentlemen will be wearing 
either full-dress uniform or Court dress, 
they will add greatly to the magnificent 
effect. Many of the dresses to be worn 
by the ladies attending the Court will be 
of gold or silver tissue, or lace. 

During the past few months many im- 
provements have been made at Ascot, and 
only rain is wanted ‘o make the meeting 
one of the most delightful possible. Al] 
the roads in the neighbourhood have been 
tarred in the hope of doing away with the 
dust clouds that proved such a nuisance 
last vear.

At Banbury Sir Rhye Williams, 
who has been appointed Recorder of Ca 
diff, will poet a stand ayain, and, in 
that event he may be opposed by a Labour 
Fabian candidate, Captain K. N. Bennett. 


SHAKESPEARE UP.TO-DATE. 


The suggestion is put forward this week 
by an educational organ that Shakespeare 
should be modernised. There can be little 
doubt that Shakespeare enjoys a popu- 
larity on the Continent that is unknown 
here, and it is argued with much ability 
that the great play-writer has been trans- 
lated, anit well translated, within the past 
hundred years.into all the languages of 
Europe, and, consequently, played abroad 
in modern versions that preserve ths 
dramatic essentials, if they fall below the 
original in beauty of diction and harmony 
of verse. On the other hand, they have, 
for the purposes of the theatre, the 
supreme merit of being wholly intelligible 
to ordinary playgoers. The writer of the 
article is probably correct in supposing 
that Shakespeare is often above the heads 
of the people in this country whe go to 
see his plays, and that a very much wider 
circle would be reached by a careful and 
reverent revision of some of them. Tha 
experiment might well he worth making; 
for its success would be ample justific 
tion. :

INQUIRY INTO-HOSPITAL 
INCIDENT. 

The shooting in ‘the vicinity of. the Maier 
Hosprial, Belfast, is the subject of much discus 
sion in the city in consequence of the conflict- 
ing reports that have been issued. The Northern 
Home Office. yesierday idsucd ihe following 
statement :— i 
“ The occurrence om the night of ita Sth’ inst, 
atthe Prison in Belfast and the Mater Hospital, 
which adjoine,it, has ‘now been thoroughly in- 
vestigated by cxperienced police officers. ‘They 
report that they are of the opinion that the 
garrison in the prison were convinced that ¢here 
was an attack on the prison from the hospital. 
“There is only one bullet mark on the prison 
walls, which might have been fired from the 
hospital’s direction. That ig on the north-east 
blockhouse. rhere are three bullet marks on 
the front wall of “A” wing over the top storey 
windows, which could have been fired from the 
Crumlin road, but not from the hospital. There 
% a bullet mark in the outer garden back gate, 
which was fired out of the north-east prison 
blockhouse, and another bullet hole in a ateel- 
plated garden gate, which was fired out of the 
prison yard. 

“The officer who was in charge of the police 
in the yard in front of “A ”’ wing heard some 
shots fired ai 11 p.m. from: the direction of 4 
tree outside the prison a: Landscape terrace. 
which lies north-east of the prison. He says 
that the bullets hit the ground, and*that he and 
his men took cover. He then heard shots com. 
ing from the direction of the Mater Hospital 
He ordered his men to fire three shots in the 
direction of the roof of that buikling at a tower 
in the west corner. He believes that chots were 
fired out of the hospital and from the roof. 

“ One prisoner, who had:a view of the Mater 
Hospital, says that he saw persons on the top 
of the Mater Hosryita!, and that he has no doubt 
that they were firing. 
that he saw persone on the hospital. roof, and 
saw flashes at the same time. A third prisoner 
says that he saw 
hospital. windows, who iurned out 
raised the lower yart of the window, and fired 
several shots. He also cleariy saw the flashes. 

“The only trace of all this firing on the 
prison was one mark on the wall of the north. 
east prison biockhouse, and the direction from 
which thig came cannot be definitely ascer. 
tained. : 

TERRIFIED PATIENTS. 

“ The hospital, on the other hand, was well 
sprinkled with bullets. There are six bullet 
holes on the wall facing the prison yard. The 
patients, who include two ex-R.I.C. wounded 
constables, had to get out of bed and lie on 
the floor for about an hour. There were two 
shots fired into the front windows from the 
Crumlin road, and there were three shots fired 
from the direction of Carlisle Cireus into No. 6 
ward. The exact direction from which these 
were fired cannot be clearly established. 

“ As to the statements of firing from the 
roof of the Mater Hospital, an experienced 
police officet, who arrived at the hospital at 
12. midnight, examined the wing from which 
the firing is alleged to have taken place. He 
found all the patients in No. 6 ward in a state 
of alarm, some of them on the floor. The door 
leading to the roof was locked, and the key 
in the possession of one of the sisters. He 
obtained the key and examined the roof care- 
fully. There was nothing there to show that 
it had been recently used as a sniper's post. 
He starched the place as far as practicable, 
and found nothing suspicious 
“A platoon of Special Constabulary searched 
Bruce's demesne, at the rear of the prison, but 
did not find auv person or anvthing susnicious. 
An emptv Mills’ bomb case was found there 
on the 6th inst. by the gardener. A police 
search was being conducted in the neighbour- 
hood of a certain house, and shots were fired 
by persons in the same localitv. apnarently to 
give the alarm. This shooting spread, and may 
have staried the firing in the prison.

WHEN LOANS ARE USELESS. 
BERLIN, Wednesday. 

Herr Hugo Stimnes, addressing a meeting of 
industrialists of North-West Germany at Essen, 
declared .that if ihey were not to live perma- 
nently under a condition of inflation. Germany 
must produce at least two milliard marks more 
net and beyond that still more for the pur- 
pose of paving reparation and meeting the in- 
terest and redemption of loans. 

“The world's capacity for absorbing goods 
has become so small,” he continucd, ' that even 
the low export of Germany, which I estimate at 
30 to 40 per cent. of her pre-war export, ts so 
severely felt that anti-dumping laws have been 
passed by man#¥.countries, - ; 

“In private fe if a debtor who has. no 
money is asked to 'pay his -debis he must, first 
of all, be givén the possibility of work, and 
on such conditions that he can work, but who 
beheres that the German workman, who-has to 
work hard to live, will work harder still if 
the prospect of 30 years’ slavery is beld out to 

im? i 

“Ir Germany's population is to be induced to 
work harder, ihen the conditions must be such 
as to create an impression that the work is not 
futile. A breathing space loan will not do that.- 
Inflation cannot be made to cease by means of 
such a loan. A’short-term loan would probably 
stabilise the mark at a certain level for 
a time. lt’ is, however, a question whether 
this would be any advantage to our industry. 

"The economic foundations of Germany and 
the rest of Europe must be essentially altered, 
go that the population becomes more enthusias- 
tic for work. Whoever gives us money should 
only do so on conditions guaranteeing this 
alteration. 

“We might obtain great good from the pre- 

sent loan negotiations if lenders took care that 
things in Europe were so organised as to estab- 
lish good foundations for aca industry. 
We may, however, be brough: to far creaier 
misery |by a small provisional lean. 
, “IT must emphasise that T consider the 
danger that more German territory may be oc- 
cupied is a smaller evil, because the French 
would then realise that what they would gain 
by that would be increased expenditure, with 
quite’ disproportionate results. 

“It is also unthinkable that there ean again 
be real. productivity in Germany so long as the 
burden of the armies of occupation is imposed 
on us.”—(Reuier.) 


REFUGEES IN DUBLIN. 


FRESH ARRIVALS. 


Yesterday afternoon a party of 79 refugees 
arrived at Amiens street Station, Dublin. from 
Belfast : The arrangemenis for their recept- 
tion were in the hands of Couimandant Hender- 
son, 'Írom the Four Courts, who was acting “on: 
behalf "of “The North-East Ulster Boycott Com- 
mittee. A fleet of motor vehicles carried the 
refugees, many of whom were little children,: to 
Marlborough Hall, Glasnevin, where five hundred 
Belfast men, women, and children are now 
housed. 

An Irish Times representative, who visited 
Marlborough Hall soon after ihe arrival of the 
party, was afforded every facility of speaking 
with them, and of seeing the arrangements that 
have been made for their comfort. As a rule 
they do not care to discuss their recent ex- 
periences in the Northern city, and try to forget 
them in the new surroundings. Some of the 
women looked pale and ill. More than one had 
lost her husband or some other member of ber 
family, and had not yet recovered from the 
blow. One woman, whose husband was killed. 
is accompanied by her six children, Many of’ 
them have lost their homes and almost every- 
thing that they possessed in the way of pro- 

rty. 

At Marlborough Hall the refugees look after 
the cleaning of their rooms and’ make them- 
selves generally useful. The cooking, however, 


attention is paid io the health of the women 
and children, and a doctor and a trained nurse 
ero in constant attendance. Medicine is also 
proviled. Some of the women need careful 
attention. 

Every able-bodied man is expected to look for 
work, and, with this object in view, they leave 
early every morning to find suitable positions 
in the city. So far none of them has been 
successful, and until there has been a general 
improvement in’ trade and business there can 
be little expectation. of finding openiags for the 
majority of them. 

Last evening an impromptu concert was held 
in the grounds of Marlborough Hall, and it ap- 
pe@red to give much pleasure, especially to ‘the 
women and children. Some of the young girls, 
who were dressed in bright costumes, sang songs 
of & patriotic character and danced lively Irish 
dances. 

It is expected that arrangements will be com- 
pleted shortly for continuing the education of 
the children. " Teachers will. soon be available 
to conduct the classes,

TEXT OF THE NOTES, 


FKANCE STANDS ALOOF. 

In a statement issued in Paris last night, the 
Reparations Commission says that on Thursday 
last the Bankers’ ~ mittee asked its president 
to put the following questiow to the Commis- 
sion :— 

"“ Acting on your inStructions, the Committee 
has begun to examine the question of an inter- 
national foreign loan, entrusted’ to it by the 
Commission. Before proceeding, further, how- 
ever, the Committee considers it necessary to 
ask the Commission whether the words ‘in so 
far as her obligations, as defined in the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, and in particular by the pay- 
ments schedule of May 5, 1921,” are to te 
interpreted in. that sense in the matter of the 
Committee s deliberations. ; : 

"Is the Committee to consider the payments 
prescribed by the payments schedule as an un- 
alterable obligation under the sole reservation 
of the power of the Reparations Commission 
to alter them from time to time? 

‘‘Im conformity with the stipulations of 
Article 23) of the Treaty, and without, of 
course, pledging im any way the responsibiljty 
of the Commission, is the Committee free to 
examine possible solutions which imply modifi- 
cations in these arrangements?’ 

The following reply was sent bv the Repara- 
tions Commission :— 

“in reply to the question put by the Presi- 
dent of the Bankers’ Committee, the Repara- 
tions Commission has the honour to inform the 
Committee that the ‘following decision Was 
taken at a sitting of the «Commission. this 
morning :'— 

"The intention of the Commission is that the 
mandates of the Committee shall not be re- 
garded as containing anything precluding the 
Commitice from examining any one of the con- 
ditions which may be necessary for the remission 
of a ioreigu loan by German, no exception 
heing made in cases of those conditions atiach- 
ing to the general re-establishment’ of Ger- 
manv 4 credit abroad. 

Suggestions made by the Committee in this 
respect, without, o¢ course, pledging the re- 
sponsibility of the Reparations Commission, w.ll 
cerlainly not fail to be of great value.” 

The above decision was agreed to by 
majoriiv, of the membors of the Commission, 
the Britizh, Italian, and Belgian delegates voting 
for and the French ‘delegaie against.
